The highly important cane which wan 
decided b)' the Supreme Court on Satur- 
day has excited much attention among 
tho mcrcanlile and phipping interefif 
during the Latt few days. Had the 
at'cmpi to declare the shipa' crticlct 
invalid which do not menttun porli at 
which a ship ia to touch been upheld by 
the Judges, there is scarcely afeaael in the 
harbour which would have been able to 
LeL'p her crew. When a ahip bam 
hngland for tlicse caloaici [with the ex- 
ception nfn Tew paittenger ve.eeli) their 
owner, do nit knot, lo what port they 
may proceed upon their arrival in Sydney 
or Hobarl Town. She may get a cargo 
back to I .on don immediately, and be in 
England within ten months of her leav- 
ing it, or .he may have to proceed to 
Manila for >ugar. or lo Calcutta to seek 
for freight, and unless her teamen ate 
bound to gn will, her, wherever the exi. 
gencies of trade may require, it will be 
impossible for her owner to send heron a 
voyage at all. All that t. requisite for 
the protection of the .itilor is, that tho 
voyage shall end in (he port whence 
he marts, and that a mat imam limit 
nf time be fixed. The deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court, therefore, 
is as equitable as it is undoubtedly in ac. 
Cord an ce with the letter of the taw. It 
was natural that on being told tbe articles 
under which they were engaged were 
not binding, the sailor* should be anxious 
(o |,-et rid of their ship* and try their 
lack at the digging-; but now that th<<y 
find tint! is not llio caac, wo hope they 
"1 return to their duty cheerfully and 
etly. and endeavour to act as becomes 
good and faithful seamen. During the 
excitement that has prevailed, it U pro- 
bable that some recriminations between 
captains and officers and their crews may 
have taken place, but the law being now 
■eltled and undenlood, al) ought to be 
forgotten and forgiven, on both -ides, 
and eery exertion be made to work tbe 
ships to their respective destinations, in 
a manner most conducive i 0 the interests 
of the owners and cutnfort of all con- 
cerned.
